File program will climax the recent 
successful drive to win support of mem- 
bers and the entire community in the 
acquisition of this historic home as the 
new larger headquarters for the Society. 

Because of the gratifying response 
Mr. and Mrs. Bauer and the new head- 
quarters committee of the Society con- 
siderately arranged this opportunity for 
the enthusiastic (and not so enthusias- 
tic!) to hear and see the many advan- 
tages offered to the entire community 
through this project. 


Mr. Louis H. Goettelmann, Society- 
member and noted Haddonfield archi- 
tect and architectural historian, has pre- 
pared a series of magnificent slides show- 
ing the superb details and interiors of 
Greenfield Hall. 

Together with Mr. Harry A. Bauer 
w ho has made a profound study of the 
history and craftsmanship of many of 
the details of this home, Lou Goettel- 
mann has planned a stimulating intro- 
duction to the tour of the house at the 
close of the meeting. 

1 o add to these riches, our president, 
Herbert R. Leieht, eminent architect 
and historian, will share with us a dis- 
course on the architecture and period of 
Greenfield Hall, which, the Bauers dis- 
close, was built in 1841.

Tile "go ahead" signal was given the 
Haddonfield Historical Society to pur- 
chase Greenfield Hall as the much- 
needed new, larger headquarters home 
when, according to members of the ne,v 
headquarters committee, the response to 
the recent drive for membership pledges 
to insure maintenance of the Hall 
proved "extremely gratifying.” 

Mr. Kdwin J. Pearson, chairman, re- 
ported at the Council Meeting on Nov- 
ember 5 that the response gave every in- 
dication that the new headquarters “was 
wanted and that we should go ahead 
with the necessary steps for the pur 
chase of the Hauer House." (Greenfield 
Hall is tile original name for the pres- 
ent home of Mr. and Mrs. Harry A. 
Hauer which is also known as "Hox- 
woods." It was agreed by the Council 
that the new headquarters should be 
designated by its historic name when it 
becomes the property of the Historical 
Society. ) 

Especially gratifying was tile fact 
that many pledges were received from 
non-members indicating a potential 
growth in membership inspired by the 
interesting cultural programs planned 
with the added facilities. 

Heart-warming letters of interest 
and support accompanied the pledges. 
"A wonderful thing for Haddonfield" 

. . . “1 he foundation of the dev elopment 
of a rich cultural tradition for our 
town" . . . "a long-needed move that 
will perpetuate the best Haddonfield 
traditions.” These excerpts are but a 
few of the examples of overwhelming 
cooperation in the new Society enter- 
prise. 

\I any praising the planned program 
of the Society which the new headquart- 
ers will provide showed special interest 
in the building of a historic lihrarv on 
local and state historv which would 


serve as a reference source for schools, 
scholars and historians, the children's 
courses on subjects of historical and an- 
tiquarian interest, the possibilities of 
attracting gifts of museum pieces and 
legacies, and the fact that meetings and 
social events could be held at headquart- 
ers where permanent and loan exhibits 
could be seen and appreciated. 

A complete report on the status of 
the purchase of Greenfield Hall will be 
given at the annual meeting on Novem- 
ber 2$. 

Meanwhile, if you have not already 
sent in your pledge, we hope you will 
do so now and join with the many 
other enthusiastic Haddonfield residents 
in helping to insure the proper main- 
tenance of this beautiful headquarters 
building.
